ATHLONE AND OTHER IRISH TOWNS EX- 
CITED OVER A PARNELL MANIFESTO. 


The Irish Leaders to Hold a Conference 
After the Parnell-O’Brien Meeting— 
Vincent Soully’s Letter—Decided Ob- 
jeotions to Dictation by Liberals—Capt. 
O’Shea’s Denial. 


PARIS, Dec, 29,—Mr. Parnell and Mr.O’Brien 
will probably meet in conference on Tuesday, 
all denials tothe contrary notwithstanding, 
and the meeting will be strictly private. Mr. 
O’Brien is said to be hurt by the coolness of 
Mr. McCarthy and his friends, who while 
seeking his favofable consideration, have 
given no intimation that they want him for a 
leader. He is, therefore, inclined to make 
the most of his important position of neu- 
trality and can hardly fail to be impressed by 
the fact that Mr. Parnell at least recognizes 
tha desirability of securing his good will. 


A MALICIOUS LIBEL. 

Mr. O’Brien in denying, in his dispatch sent 
from here, that he ever wrote a line for the 
Irish World as stated by the London Times, 
added that he had caught the London Times 
at its ‘‘old Piggottry tricks’’ and that he 
would not allow that/paper to sail away with 
‘*its quibbling, dishonest reply, pinned toa 
false, malicious libel.’’ 

CONFERENCE OF THE IRISH LEADERS. 

A leading paper announces that after the 
meeting between Parnell and O’Brien a 
formal! conference of the Irish leaders will be 
held. Among those who will take part in the 
deliberations will be Messrs. McCarthy, 
Power, Redmond, O’Kelly, Sexton, Kenny 
and Arthur O’Connor. The aim of the con- 
ference will be a reunion of the two sections 
ofthe Irish party, based on the temporary 
retirement of Mr. Parnell from the leader- 
ship. 

Another paper asserts that Mr. Parnell will 
come to this city without having made a pre- 
vious arrangement with Mr. O’Brien fora 
meeting. The paper further says that Mr. 
O’Brien does not expect to discuss the pos!- 
tion with Mr. Parnell personally. 


AT BOULOGNE-SUR-MER. 

DUBLIN, Dec. 29.—The Freeman’s Journal to- 
day announces that the conference between 
Mr. Parnell and Wm. O’Brien will take place 
to-morrow at Boulogne-Sur-Mer. It adds 
that Messrs. Jobn Redmond, Kenny and 
Clancy and perhaps Mr. Campbell, members 
of Parliament, will be present atthis meet- 
ing. The Journal also remarks that whatever 
the result of the conference, nobody will be 
able to say that Parnell has placed barriers 
inthe way cfany agreement that might be 
looked forward to. 

OBJECT TO LIBERAL DICTATION. 

The Mayor, Mayor-elect andfive previous 
Mayors of Cork have written to Mr. O’Brien 
stating that itis the opinion ofthe people of 
Cork that English statesmen in conjunction 
with Mr. Gladstone have attacked Mr. Par- 
nell’s position. The gentleman referred to 
add that much asthey appreciate Mr. Glad- 
stone’s services and deeply feelingthe obli- 
gations due tothe Liberals, they deny their 
right to dictate to Irishmen as to who should 
or should not be their leaders. 

MR. SCULLY’S LETTER. 

Mr. Vincent Scully, who was recently de- 
feated by Sir John Pope Hennessey inthe con- 
test forthe North Kilkenney Parliamentary 
seat, has written a letter to the Freeman’s 
Journal, in which he says that the attitude of 
the Irish bishops before and during the elec- 
tion referred to, only shows that Mr. Parnell 
‘‘committed a private vice’’ and allowed. 
judgment by default to be delivered against 
him, and therefore he has been pronounced 
to be no longer eligible to a position of public 
trust. Continuing, Mr. Scully says that the 
Irish struggle is essentially a political, and 
not a moral one, a struggle for leave for the 
Irish to manage Irish affairs after their own 
fashion. The struggle is one of pounds, shill- 
ings and pence, and not of the sacraments. 

EXCITED BY A PROCLAMATION. 

Athlone, Roscommon and Westmeath are 
being excited by a proclamation placarded in 
all prominent places. It states that true 
Irishmen have resolved to assert their inde- 
pendence and thatthe Kilkenny reverse is a 
‘*trumpet call for you to close our ranks and 
make a last supreme fight forthe cause.’’ It 
adds thatthe Fatherlandis threatened by a 
calamity surpassing a thousand coercion 
acts—the lowering of the flag of independ- 
ence on the vague promises of a British 
statesman. Irish history teems with dis- 
asters resulting from reliance placed upon 
English promises. 

The proclamation, continuing, asks the 
people to sustain the tried policy of the Inde- 
pendents in Parliament, adding that with 
‘‘the people of Ireland and America united 
behind it, it should sustain the leader who 
made the policy and led youto victory until 
now.’’ The issue before the Independent 
party was as to whether the people should 
choose theirown leaderand party,or as to 
whether they should become merely a part of 
the English Liberals and accept a leader dic- 
tated by English leaders. ‘‘That would not be 
home rule. We want real home rule—the 
home rule for which Emmet and other pat- 
riots have given their noble lives. We were 
advancing to’ victory undera good leader. 
Support him and Ireland’s cause forever. 
God save Ireland.’’

HAWARDEN CASTLE. 
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Rejoicing There on the Occasion of 
. Gladstone’s Eighty-first Birthday. 


A FOUNTAIN ERECTED TO COMMEMOR- 
ATE HIS GOLDEN WEDDING. 


The Great Railway’ Strike in Scotiand— 
Persecution of Jews in Russia—Myste- 
rious and [Tragic Suicide—Enlisting Tall 
Men—Seizure of the Schooner Adele 
—Foreign News. 


CELEBRATION AT HAWARDEN CASTLE. 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—At Hawarden Castle to- 
day, the 8ist birthday of Hon. William Ewart 
Gladstone is being celebrated with rejoicings. 
Telegrams of congratulation and large num- 
bers of presents arrived during the early part 
of the day from all partsof Great Britain, 
and there were also received several con- 
gratulatory cable messages from the United 
States. Nearly the whole of Mr. Gladstone’s 
family was present at the castle, and the 
villlage was crowded with visitors. During 
the course of the day Mr. Gladstone drove in 
an open carriage to the spot outside the chief 
entrance to Hawarden Castle, where a 
memorial fountain was unveiled. This foun- 
tain was erected by i§ the residents 
of Hawarden  irrespecttve of politics 
in order to commemorate the golden 
wedding of Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone. The 
fountain is twenty-two feet high and bears 
an inscription to the effect that it was erected 
by the parishioners of Hawarden to com- 
memorate the golden wedding of **William 
Ewart Gladstone to Catherine Gladstone, 
on July 25, 1889,’’ asa ‘‘slight token of ad- 
miration and affection inspired by a resi- 
dence of fifty years.’’ 

At the unveiling ofthe fountain Mr. Glad- 
stone madea speech, during the course of 
which he said that, aftera residence of fifty 
years at Hawarden, he was warmly attached 
to the place and that he hoped to continue his 
residence there during the remainder of his 
life. The healthof Mr. Gladstone is excel- 
lent. 


THE SOCIALIST QUESTION. 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—According to Berlinad- 
vices, Chancellor Von Caprivi is in active 
commuuication with foreign governments, 
including France, on the Socialist question, 
the object being to arrive, ifpossible, ata 
common understanding as to the treatment 
of the more dangerous class of Socialist agi- 
tators, who now, when driven from one coun- 
country, plot against it from across the bor- 
ders of another. The main difficulty in the 
way of an arrangement Iissaid to be Engiand’s 
insistment upon furnishing a refuge to all 
fugitives for whose offenses there isa political 
coloring. 

GEN. BOOTH’S ANSWER. 

Lonpon, Dec. 29.—Gen. Booth has written a 
communication to the 7imes, in which he ex- 
presses his regret that Commissioner Smith 
has resigned. He says, however,that in view 
of the serious obligations he has publicly as- 
sumed he desires the work tobe carried out 
on his own lines. Mr. Smith and he are 
friendly and Mr. Smith still promises to aid 
the work from the outside. They did not 
agree as to methods, thatis all. Gen. Booth 
says a deed of trust ofthe funds will be exe- 
cuted soon. Nothing has yet been done be- 
cause the funds are only now assured. He 
wilkpublish a pamphletin January, answer- 
ing hi®critics. 

PENALTY FOR ‘‘SCUTTLING.’”’ 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—Home Secretary Matthews 
has been fn consultation with the magistrates 
of Lancashire in regard to the establish- 
ment ofthe whipping postasa penalty for 
the crime commonly called ‘‘scuttling’’ as 
to running amuck, which is becoming alarm- 
ingly frequent in towns of Northwestern En- 
gland. The persons guilty ofit run through 
acrowd, stabbing rightand leftand often 
creating a panic more injuriousin results 
than the immediate injury inflicted. The 
present lawis said to be inadequate asa de- 


terrent. 
EAST NORCASTLE DAMAGED. 


LONDON, Dec. 29.—While a large number of 
guests were being entertained at East Nor- 
castle in Ledbury last night fire broke out in 
the building, causing a panic among the in- 
mates. By great exertions on the part of the 
servants and citizens the castle, one of the 
most ancient and interesting in England, was 
saved from total destruction, but a number 
of rare books and tapestries of priceless value 
were ruined. 

EXPLOSION IN A LARD FACTORY, 

LIVERPOOL, Dec. 29.—The main boiler in 
Irven’s lard factory, in this city, exploded 
to-day, causing the death of three workmen. 
Inattention upon the part of the engineer is 
supposed to have been the cause of the dis- 
aster. 

DEATH OF THOMAS RICHARDSON, M. P. 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—The death of Mr. Thomas 
Richardson, member of Parliament from 
Hartlepool, 
was a Liberal- Unionist in politics. 


Scotland’s Great Railway Strike. 


GLAsGow, Dec. 29.—Sunday was spent in 
earnest conference by the representatives of 
the railway strikers here,and it is stated 
that a satisfactbry proposition may be looked 
for from the railway companies in the early 
part of the week. While there is little or.no 
suffering amongthe strikers, there is an ap- 
palling amountof wantamong families de- 
prived of support by the closing of ship yards 
and other establishments, owing to the 
strike, and the pressure of public opinion for 
a settlement is suchthat the directors can 
hardly resist. 

THE SITUATION UNCHANGED. 

The situation as to the railways,and the 
strikers alike remains unchanged. The men 
are determined to fight to the bitter end, and 
the railway officials remain stubborn in their 
purpose to crush the rebellious workmen. 


Persecution of Jews in Russia. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Cc. 2.—A new law 
against the Jews will be promulgated with 
the opening of the new year. It forbids sell- 
ing, leasing or mortgaging toa Jewany es- 
tate within the empire; all privileges hereto- 
fore granted to certain Jewish merchants as 
tothe ownership of real estate are canceled; 
Jewish artisans who have been permitted to 
reside outside of the Hebrew pale will have 
toreturn. The misery consequept upon this 
new decree can hardly be estimated.

The Seizure of the Adele. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Dec. 29.—The latest ad- 
vices received atthe Customs Department 
with reference ta the seizure of the German 
schooner Adele, areto the effect that public 
opinion in British Columbia desired the 
poacher’s catch to be confiscated as contra- 
band. United States Consul Meyers was of 
the opinion that this could be done and wired 
to Washington for instructions. Collector 
Milne and the agents of the schooner here 
also sought information. The advice they 
received was that the Adele’s poaching is in 
the eyes of the law no more of an offense 
than would be committed if her captain or 
crew Killedadeer in the Stdte of Washing- 
ton during the close season and took 
the carcass to Victoria. Such a misdemeanor 
is not covered by any extradition treaty and 
cannot be taken notice of by Canadian offi- 
Clals. The Adele will winter at Victoria, go- 
ing in the ways very shortly fora general 
overhauling. The catch has been taken 
charge of by A. B. Gray & Co., the agents of 
the owners. The crew has been paid off, but 
in anticipation of any complications Collec- 
tor Milne has decided to take the affidavits of 
themen. Their testimony goes to show that 
the vessel clearly got the skingat the seal 
rookery at St. Paul’s Island. It is reported 
that the vessel’s depredations may lead the 
United States authorities here to formally 
callthe attention ofthe United States Goy- 
ernment to the matter.

Butler and Brockman Answer the Dead 
Animal Contractor. 


THEY DENY THAT THERE WAS A COM- 
BINE TO GET THE CONTRACT. — 


Butler Indorses Mueller’s Opinion of Him- 
self—His Version of the Interview on 
Change—Mr. Brockman Very Indig- 
nant—Mueller Reiterates His State- 
ments—Did Butler Play Him False? 


The exposure of the combine effected to 
exactan exorbitant amount from the city 
for the dead animal contract, given in the 
Sunday PostT-DISPATCH, occasioned consider- 
able comment. The admission of Contractor 
Mueller that he went into the combine with 
the understanding that he was to get the 
contract, only to be underbid by 
the Merz crowd, was the most 
singular feature of the exposure. Mueller 
feels that he has been grossly abused by But- 
ler, Brockman et al, and still cherishes a de- 
sire to wreak vengeance on the men he 
accuses of having acted in bad faith with 
him. Heinsists that they induced him to bid 
above $5,000 per annum and then had the 
Reduction Co, hand ina bid under that fig- 
ure.

THE THIRD PARTY MOVEMENT. 
It Will Be Dropped by the Alliance for 
the Present. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 29.—The following in- 
terview with President Frank McGrath pub-

Successful Efforts Put Forth to Prevent a 
Decline—The Brokers end the Banks— 
Causes of the Light Trading—The Mar- 
ket Stronger To-Day. .

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Last week was almost, 
without exception,the dullegt, as far as trade 
is concerned, that Wallistreet has ever 
known. The market was ¢rceedingly tnac- 
tive, in fact, except for purposes of quota- 
tion, it can be said with/little exaggera- 
tion, that there was no | market at all.

CHICAGO'S BILL OF FARE. 

Before the subscriptions had been col-, 
lected, and while some of the subscribers 
are announcing that they will not pay 
theirs, President HagRISON proclaims to 
all the world that the Columbian Exposi- 
tion will be opfened at Chicago to exhibitors 
from all nations on the Ist day of May, 
1893. To make other natiana feel that they 
are under some obligation to patronise the 
entertainment weare preparing for them, 
he tells them how many millions we are 
going to spend on it, and thus pledges the 
whole American people to respond to the 
calls which will henceforth pour in on 
municipal, State and Federal govern- 
ments to help Chicago make a truly na- 
tional affair out of the show. 

The date of opening has been, to accom- 
modate Chicago, fixed a year later than the 
anniversary we proposed to commemo- 
rate, and though only two years remain for 
erecting the buildings and preparing the 
grounds, nobody can even now tell what 
Chicago is going todo about it. The only 
thing settled is that Chicago. city bonds to 
the amount of $5,000,000 have been turned 
over to the Fair Directors to be used in 
erecting permanent buildings on some 
central site not yet secured, for Chicago’s 
use after they shall have served the tempo- 
rary purpose of the Fair. But the title to 
the desired site for these buildings appears 
to be as wavering and uncertain as the 
cash value of the private subscription list 
which is to supply the rest of the money. 

The one thing made certain by this Chi- 
cago uncertainty isthat the hat will be 
passed around industriously for the next 
two years, and the press will be kept busy 
appealing to the liberality and national 
pride of all sections, to keep the Fair from 
becoming a national failure through the 
inability of Chicago to make it what it 
should be. A tremendous pressure will be 
brought to bear upon Congress for fur- 
ther appropriations to eke out the neces- 
sary funds, anda new Custom-house for 
Chicago, to cost ten or twelve millions, is 
already demanded as one of the side dishes 
in her bill of fare. 

When the buildings are erected and the 
grounds prepared the success of the enter- 
prise will depend on the interest which the 
merchants, manufacturers and business 
men of the United States impart toit. Our 
new tariffand the brevity of the interval 
since the Paris Exposition will both tell 
heavily against contributiogs from foreign 
countries.

How Gov. Francis Snubs the Irish.

About two or three weeks ago Judge O. M. 
Spencer tendered his resignation as Judge of 
Division No. 1 of the Circuit Court of 
Buchanan County. The resignation was ac- 
cepted by Gov. Francis, and petitions 
were sent to him from three preminent gen- 
tlemen for appointment to the position, 
among the number being one numerously 
signed by the friends of Hon. Thos. F. Ryan. 
The friends of Mr. Ryan well knew the antip- 
athy heretofore manifested by Gov. Francis 
towards Irish and Irish-American citizens, 
but they urged his claims for the position for 
many reasons, among which were the valiant 
services Mr. Ryan had rendered the cause of 
Democracy for years ;theoutspoken friendship 
the gentleman entertained for the Governor, 
as well as his excellent qualifications for the 
honor; a man whose voice and services were 
always at the disposal of his party and whose 
eloquence and influence was a power in every 
election; a man whose moral character is 
above reproach, and whose eminent ability 
as a lawyer had been fully tested during his 
term of offiee both as prosecuting attorney 
of Buchanan County and city counselor of 
St. Joseph—positions to which our people 
honored themselves in electing him to fill.

HEINRICH SCHLIBMANN, 


The Works of the Great Grecian Archwol- 
ogist Who Died on Saturday in Berlin. 


Heinrich Schliemann, the great arch#ol- 
‘oist, who died in Berlin on Saturday, was 
born at Ankershagen In Mechlenburg in 1822, 
and was the son of a Lutheran pastor, 

Having made a fortune, he made his first 
excursion through the Troad in 1868. Thence 
he pushed on to India, China and Japan, and 
having completed the circuit ofthe globe, he 


settled in Paris to study archeology. Then he 
returned to Athens, where he married, his 
wife, like himself, being a distinguished 
scholar, and finally succeeded in 
obtaining permission from Turkey to 
excavate on the site of gncient Troy

on condition that he would contribute a 
share of his discoveries to the Museum at 
Constantinople. At Hissarlik he found many 
interesting objects undera thick deposit of 
red ashes, in which were fragments of cop- 
per and lead. .Lower still he unearthed the 
remains of walls, bricks, a number of stone 
implements, arms of bronze, vases and other 
vessels in terra cotta, bone and ivory, as well 
as jewels and vessels in gold and silver. 

While these excavations were" in progress 
Dr. Schiiemann published the ‘‘Trojan An- 
tiquities Found Beneath the Ruins of Troy.’’ 
Hfe also published, In 1869, ‘‘Ithaca, the Pelop- 
onnesus and Troy.’’ In 1874 he obtained per- 
mission from the Greek Government to exea- 
vate at Mycen@, where, in 1877, he unearthed 
the five royal tombs which local tradition de- 
clared to be those of Agamemnon and his 
companions, murdered by Agistheus, Here 
he found gold and silver vessels ofa high 
order of artistic development, and which 
were entirely independent of all Oriental in- 
fluence. After this great find Dr. Schliemann 
went to England, where he met with an en- 
thusiastic reception. 


- The Explorer's Talented Wife. 

In 1877 he published -‘Mycengz, a Narrative 
of Researches and Discoveries at Mycenz and 
Tiryns,’’ and tothis book Mr. Gladstone ac- 
corded the distinguished honor ofa preface. 
In 8881 Dr. Schliemann, who had asatill been 
pursuing his researches, published a new 
work at Leipsic, which he called 'fOrchoa- 
menos,’’ in which he described a journey 
from Athens to Orothomenos, Orchomenos 
and Copais. 

The excavations of Dr. Schliemann in the 
mound of Hissarlik, according to the later 
criticism passed upon these, have laid bare 
the remains of the Greek Ilium, together 
with some prehistoric relics of a rude kind. 

The latest explorations by Dr. Schilemann 
were begun last year, he having obtaineda 
firman fromthe Turkish authorities which 
gave him large liberties in Asia Minor. His 
home in recent years has been in Athens, 
where he built a housefor himself and his 
family. 

It is stated that Dr. Schliemann becamea 
citizen of the United States, taking out papers 
in Indiana, while making a tour of the world, 
the = eing to secure a divorce from his 
first wife under the then loose divorce laws of 
the Hoosier State.

Birth and Death Statistics Gathered Dur- 
ing the Census. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 20.—The Division 
of Vital Statistics of the Census Office has 
prepared a bulletin, which is now in press, 
containing a summary of the results of a spe- 
cial inquiry concerning the Jews in this coun- 


try. Noeffort was made to obtain complete 


returns from al] the Jews in the country nor 
to Gevelop any facts concerning religious or 
commercial questions, but merely to obtain 
data from a sufficient number of families who 
had been in the United States five or more 
years, to afford some reliable deductions can-

HOULD A LICENSE TO SELL LIQUOR BE 
“aad | GRANTED! 


Council Committee to Meet This 
Bvening and Decide—Unworthy Objects 
of Charity—The Grade of Union Avenue 
—Habor Improvements. 


The Council Committee on Ways and Means 
will hold a meeting this afternoon to wrestle 
with the Forest Park Restaurant problem. 
The choice seems to have narrowed down to 
two bidders, Charles 8chweickhardt and the 
firm of Wynkoop, Horn & Harris, as these 
parties were the only ones notified to appear 
before the committee. 

Schweickhardt asks for a renewal] of the 
contract he now bas with the city, which 
contract authorizes him to sell 
liquor in the park. The re- 
quest of Wynkoop, Horn & Harrisé 
is in the shape of an ordinance and ts rather 
more elaborate. They give themselves the 
title of the ‘*Park Refreshment Co.,’’ and 
ask for a twenty-year lease at the rate of 
$5,000 a year. During the first five years they 
are to erect a huilding to cost $25,000, but not 
at thelr own expense, as the first five years’ 
rent is to be applied to the building instead 
of going into the city treasury. 

The only question to be settled by the 
committee and the Assembly is whether the 
liquor privilege should be abolished or 
not. At best the amount of money 
to be gained by the city is not sufficient 
to warrant taking any chances and the risk of 
permitting idlers to seek the park as a good 
place for a spree is very great. All the other 
parks in the city without a single exception 
get along without the honor, and especially 
Tower Grove, which in summer is crowded 
with people, who goto hearthe concerts on 
Sundays, Inthe tmamediate vicinity of For- 
est Park there are pienty of places for those 
who so desire to buy drinks,and the establish- 
ment of a saloon in the park would contribute 
to the comfort of a very small proportion of 
the patrons of the place. , 


Unworthy Objects of Charity. 
A rather pecullar case was brought to the 
attention of the Mayor this morning by an 
officer of one of the charitable associations of 


the city. 
Some days ago one of the papers in the city 


reported that a man named John Schultz, 
with a wife and threechildren were in a destt- 
tute condition at 4820 st. Ferdinand street. 
The confiding public immediately went to the 
rescue andfnavery short time the family 
was provided with lots of clothes and plenty 
of money. 

The gentleman who was jin to see the Mayor 
about the case this morhing said: ‘‘*These 
people are simply imposters and deserve no 
sympathy atall. The man its half-paralyzed 
andthe woman isall scarred by disease, but 
neither of them want to be cured, as their 
afflictions are their stock-iIn-trade, We 
offered to putthemin the hospital and take 
care of the children, and they laughed 
at us. They have too a thing 
ofitwheretheyare. They sell the clothes 
they cetand spend ali of thelr money for 
liquor and are on one continual spree all the 
time,.’’ 

The case was taken under consideration by 
the Mayor, who will have a police investiga- 
tion made immediately. 


The Grade of Union Avenue. 


The argument made by Mr. Howard Blos- 
som before the Committee on Streets, at its 
meeting on Saturdry, in regard to the injus- 
tice and damage done the property by the 
passave of the ordinance reducing the grade 
of Union avenue from 108 to 97 feet above the 
city directrix has drawn the attention of the 
Committee and ofthe Street Department to 
the matter of considering the whole subject 
of grades inthe district bounded by Lindell 
and Easton avenues, King’s highway and the 
extreme western city limits. In the opinion 
of the members ofthe board this is the proper 
time to establish the grades of the streets 
now opened and those that may hereafter be 
dedicated or condemned to public use. 
Ifthisisdone many of theerrors and eye- 
sores of the territory east of that named can 
be avoided and abolished, If the Cominittee 
on Streets determines to do thisa ‘heroic 
course will be adopted and private interests 
will not be considered in any way in the plan 
that will be formulated. Whatis best tobe 
done for the city and the public convenience 
for years tocome in the wayof drainage 
sewerage, boulevards, driveways, rapid 
transit and other metropolitan requirements 
will be the only considerations en gs the 
recommendations ofthe committee and the 
subsequent action of the board, In the mean- 
time the question of introducing an ordinance 
re-establishing the gradeof Union avenue 
from Delmar to Finney will remainin abey- 
ance. 


Improvement ofthe Harbor. 


The soundings now being made by Com- 
missioner Able to determine the depth of 
water along the city front from Bissel’s Point 
to the Eads Bridge, show a rapid and serious 
impairment of what were formerly the best 


landing pointsatthe wharf, The placing of 
the piers of the Merchants’ Bridge intheriver 
opposite Ferry street and the condition of the 
sewer outlets at Branch and Benton streets, 
are the cause ofthe shallowing of the water 
from &t. Louis avenue to Biddle street. wo 
ears ago, when soundings were made at the 
me stage of water that now exists, the 
depth was found to be greater than at pres- 
ent, and there can be no doubt that this will 
continue until the improvements for which 
Congress made a large appropriation at its 
last session will be completed, When this is 
done the channel will be narrowed, and the 
water now floating down the Illinois side will 
be deflected to this shore, and will wash out 
the sediment and sandbars now rapidly lodg- 
ingin front of what were formerly safe and 
convenient landing places. Thousands of 
feet of improved wharf are now practically 
useless because of the delay in carrying out 
the project adopted by the Becretary of War,

Henry Lodicke and Herman Grieb Attacked 
ina Desperate Manner. 
A warrant for attempted robbery inthe 
first degree was issued atthe Four Courts 
this morning against Charles Ruskin and 
Erza Adams. 

Last night Henry Lodicke, a saloon keeper 
doing business at 1400 North Market street, 
and Herman Grieb, a bar keeper employed at

‘at Stolle’s Hall, Thirteenth and _ Biddle 
streets, Atthe bar Lodicke Giaptayed a roll 
of bills amounting to several hundred dol- 
lars.

The Mead Remedy Co., 
A WICKED CAREER ENDED 


MISERABLE FATE OF MICHAEL 
HUGHES NEAR PENN YAN. 


Domestic Misunderstandings in the 
Hughes Family Lead to an Attempt by 
Michael to Assasginate His Father—A 
Sad Story. 


PENN YAN, N.Y., Dec. 20.~In November, 
1ss4, domestic misunderstandings of long 
duration between Edward Hughes and his 
wife, who were well known and well-to-do 
people living near here, culminated in what

ardly assassination by his son, Michael. The 
Hughes family owned and occupied a fine 
farm near the town of Jerusalem. The 
family, besides the father and mother, 
consisted of three daughters and the 
son, The trouble between Hughes and 
his wife arose from a dispute over 
disposition he wished to make of certain 
property. The daughters took sides with 
their father and the son with his mother. 
The quarrel was bitter at times,and on one ec- 


had attempted to poison him with paris 
green. In November, 1884, the quarrel was 
made bitterer than ever by Hughes deeding a 
portion of his property to his three daugh- 
ters. On Sunday morning, Nov. 9, of that 
year, Hughes was returning home from 
church, When near the _ residence of 
Barney Borgman, two miles from Penn 
Yan, his son suddenly sprang out from some 
bushes at the - roadside and fired seven 
shots from a revolver at his father. Hughes 
fellon his Knees before his son in the road at 
the first shot and begged not to be murdered 
in cold blood, bat the son emptied his revol- 
ver, firing three -shots into the old man’s 
body after he had fallen, bleeding and uncon- 
scious in the road. Five bullets in all pene- 
trated Hughes’ body. The shots were heard 
by some one at Borgman’s and Hughes was 
picked up for dead and carried to Penn Yan. 
He lay for months between life and death, 
but finally recovered, twoofthe bullets not 
having been extracted. — 
THE WOULD-BE MURDERER’S FLIGHT. 

The son who had made this desperate at- 
tempt on his father’s Ife, fed and no trace of 


him was found. About the middle of May, 
1885, It was discovered by some neighbor that 
the would-be murderer was in hiding near his 
old home and was visiting his mother by 
stealth at night. OMcers were informed, but 
young Hughes was warned in some way and 
escaped. A few days later a registered letter 
sent by his mother to an addressin Brooklyn 
was followed andthe young man captured. 
It was afterward learned that after 
shooting his father he had fied 
to New York and sailed for Quesns- 
town on the steamer Oregon, in which 
he had engaged passage under the name of 
James Wyant. He spent the winter in Ire-

A WOMAN SUES HER HUSBAND’S SLAYER 
FOR $5,000. 


A Case Said to Be Without Precedent in 
Missouri—History of the Killing—Di- 
vorces Granted To-Day—South Bide 
Dispensary Incorporated. ‘ 


A Gamage suit of an unusual character, and 
said to be without precedent in this State, 
was filed this morning by REobert 
M. Goode for Mrs. Hannah Brooks. 
a colored woman, against Claus 
Rosenfeid, a wealthy storekeeper at 3752 
Natural Bridge road. Mrs. Hannah Brooks 
wants $5,000 damages from Rosenfeld for kill- 
her husband at the Fair Grounds on the after- 
noon of Aug. 6, this year. On that day three 
brothers, known as the Gottenmeyer 
boys, went into Rosenfeld’s sa- 
loon and got into a quarrel with 
the keeper about the quantity of free 
lunch they had eaten. A fight was the result, 
and after being hit with a stone Rosenfield 
procured a revolver and fired five shots after 


Fair Grounds. Charles Brooks, an old col- 
ored employe in the Fair Grounds, wasat 


races to the gatekeeper, and hearing the 
pistol shots. ran out to the sidewalk 
a bullet entered his eye and penetrated the 
——— as he eS ed outside the gateand he 

ee dead osenfeld was arrested and 
ote e preliminary hearing was released on 
the plea of having shot at the boys in self- 
defense and killing Brooks by accident. 
Though he was not held Hable under the 
criminal statutes Mr. Goode claims he 
is Mable for the full amount of $5,000 
under the civillaw. He offered to compro- 
mise for $1,000, but Mr. Rosenfeld would give 
only $25. Mrs. Brooks in her suit says she is 
deprived of the su ag and companionship 
of her husband an in poor circumstances. 
She asked through Mr, Goode to sue as a poor 
person, and Jud re Klein granted the request 
this morning. The outcome of this case will 
be watched with o— interest by the legal 
fraternity. 


Divorces Granted To-Day. 


Judge Withrow in Division No. 3 of the Cir- 
cuit Court this morning granted Mary E. 
Hayes a divorce from Robert W. Hayes: Mr. 
Hayes is a contractor, and the evidence was 
that he had become addicted to drink. He 
disappeared last May and was gone two 
weeks, when he returned very drunken. 
Mrs. Hayes was given $100 alimony in gross 
and the custody of one child 5 years old. 

Sallie E. Neathery was divorced from Amer- 
icus V. Neathery. They were married May 
30, 1875, in Overton County, Tenn., and lived 
together until Oct. 24, 1884. Froma year or 
two after their marriage they lived in Texas 
and there they parted. She charged that he 
became addicted to the use of intoxicating 
liquors and fajled to support her. She said she 
was compelled to go into the fields, pick 
cotton and cook for fleld hands to support 


herself. He treated her brutally during this 
time and frequently threatened to kill her. 
Mrs. Neathery was given the custody of two 
children, Ada, 13, and Robert, 10.
